The Book of Philemon consists 


of a single 
chapter, 
but apart 


from its interest as a personal letter 
it has ihg interest of touching upon 
a problem — slavery — that has 
been very practical and vital in 
some part'of the world throughout 
almost the entire course of human 
history. For slavery .continues in 
some form or other in more parts 
of the world, more extensively and 
more 
cruelly than most 
people 


realize. It existed 
in the British 


Empire until something more than 
a century ago, and it has existed 
within the memory of a few per- 
so'ns still living. 


It 
may. be recalled 
that 
the 


famous 
Negro scientist, George 


Washington Carver, who died last 
year, and who did so much for 
his southland, was born in slavery. 


Yet we are living in days when 


restoration of slavery upon a vast 
scale threatened to engulf Europe, 
and the so-called "master race" 
made little effort to conceal then- 
plans. The fact that the nations are 
so organized and so working and 
fighting 
lo prevent 
that shows 


whal civilized nalions and peoples 
Ihink of slavery today. 


But what about Christianity and 


slavery? Was Paul a defender of 
the institulion? Was he an appeaser 
upholding Ihe rights of the master 
against the slave? 


According lo record, Paul was 


not discussing,Ihe rights.or wrongs 
of slavery. He was dealing with 
a specific situation in which bolh 
Ihe master and the slave were pro- 
fessing Christians, neither.of whom

Whether or 
not he had been a Christian when 
he had - run away 
or had later 


come under Paul's influence is 
not indicated. But for a slave to 
run away was a serious offense, 
involving heavy 
punishment, and 


much depended upon the merciful 
attitude of Philemon. The position 
of Onesimus was compromised. As 
a runaway he could not be really 
free. Paul evidently urged him to 
return. 


But 
to both master 
and slave 


Paul proclaimed the demands of 
Christian .brotherhood. Both were 
subject to a higher law than that 
of the slave-ridden society in which 
they lived. Philemon was urged 
to receive Onesimus not as a slave 
but 
as a beloved brother, 
and 


Onesimus was urged to return as 
a penitent Christian. 


To assume that Paul was un- 


concerned about the institution of 
slavery is to go contrary to every- 
thing that 
Paul wrote. He was 


profoundly a champion of liberty. 
While he himself was a prisoner, 
he 
expressed the wish 
that all 


men might be free. 


But Paul perceived that free- 


dom is not just a matter of out- 
ward situation. It is only as men 
live in brotherly relations that they 
can 
really be free. 
Paul cared 


much less about the form of free- 
dom than about its reality.

Prisoners of
